W ashington, Feb. 14.- Not in recent 
years has the house witnessed such a 
spectacle as It did Monday with Mr. 
Sullivan of Massachusetts and William 
R. Hearst of New York as the central 
figures. 
Both indulged in personali­ 
ties of the gravest character and so 
stirred the house as to arouse among 
certain members a feeling of the great­ 
est Indignation. 
Mr. Sullivan heaped 
upon Mr. H earst a tirade of denuncia­ 
tion while 
the latter by 
implication 
charged Mr. Sullivan with complicity 
In a murder. 
The affair grew out of 
the recent 
discussion of the freight rate question 
in the house, 
when Mr. 
Sullivan in* 
(uired of Mr. Lam ar of Florida, who 
v a s favoring the H earst bill, why Mr. 
IL a rst did 
not defend his 
own bill, 
tills being followed by a criticism of 
Mr. Sullivan in th«> New York Ameri­ 
can and Journal. 
Several appeals were made to Speak­ 
er Gannon to cause the two men to de­ 
sist 
in th< ir 
abuse 
of each 
other. 
Speaker 
Cannon, however, 
allowed 
them to proceed. 
Mr. Sullivan entire­ 
ly concluded, but In the 
case of Mr. 
IT* arst, the speaker, on reconsidera­ 
tion, noting the tem per of the house, 
decided that an accusation of homicide 
against a fellow member was not par­ 
liamentary because it was c alculated 
to provoke disorder and disturbance. 
Almost 
immediately 
thereafter 
Mr. 
H earst took his seat, hurling defiance 
and declaring 
that it would 
be his 
pride to continue his hostility to indi­ 
viduals such as he charged Mr. Sulli­ 
van to be. 
Claimed He W a s Insulted. 


Mr. Sullivan took the 
floor imme­ 
diately after the reading of the journal 
nt noon. 
He had prepared his speech 
in advance1 
and r< ad 
it throughout. 
After he had explained the purpose of 
his rem arks he read the article in the 
New York American to which he had 
taken offense, 
This, he said, touched 
him in his representative capacity and 
was a dt liberate insult from one mem­ 
ber to anothe r. 
At this point Mr 
Robinson tlnd.t 
interrupted to make the point of order 
that Mr. 
Sullivan was violating 
the 
rules mi the house. 
There were quite 
gc n*sral expressions of disapproval of 
Mr. Robinson’s point and it was some 
tim e before Speaker Gannon could re- 
Btor< 
order to pronounce 
his ruling, 
lie held that the language used up to 
that time was strictly in order. 
Mr. 
Cannon read 
the rule governing 
the 
point and Mr. Sullivan proceeded, but 
with such vigorous 
denunciation as 
again to bring forth another point of 
order irom 
Mr, Robinson. 
Speaker 
Cannon said he would have to hear the 
words read 
again. 
He sent 
for Mr. 
Sullivau’s manusc ript and the reading 
clerk slowly repeated the paragraph 
questioned. 
This paragraph scathing­ 
ly assailed the presidential aspirations 
oi the gentleman from New York. 
Mr. Cannon ruled the speech in or­ 
der and no further interruptions were 
mad«1 


Hearst Makes Sensational Reply. 
Mr. Hearst 
arose 
to reply 
imme­ 
diately after Mr. 
Sullivan 
took his 
seat. 
He had to wait some minutes 
for order. 
His 
reply was brief, the 
sensational part being contained in the 
concluding sentences, which by infer­ 
ence charged Mr. Sullivan with m ur­ 
der. 
Mr. Hearst said he assumed entire 
responsibility for the article which had 
aroused Mr, Sullivan’s indignation al­ 
though. he said, he had not inspired it, 
nor did he know In advance of its in­ 
tended publication. 
Mr. Hear.st declared that he had no 
desire to 
criticise Mr. 
Sullivan be­ 
cause if he had he 
would not have 
done it in so puerile 
a manner. 
He 
then sprung a sensation which threw 
the house in an uproar. 
He charged 
that John A. Sullivan was one of two 
brothers 
who had kept a saloon 
in 
Boston where a murder was commit­ 
ted and that the two Sullivans were 
Indicted for manslaughter. 
Jl«‘ said he was 
glad to incur the 
hostility 
“of that 
class of 
Individ 
uals.” 
Previous to this he 
had reviewed 
th e attack made upon him by ex-Rcp- 
resentative Johnson of California, and 
alleged that Mr. Johnson’s defeat for 
re-election was the result of the fight 
Mr. Hearst had made on him through 
his newspapers. 
Mr. 
Sullivan after 
the house 
ad 
journed said he would take the floor 
Tuesday and answer the reflection on 
him contained in Mr. H earst's speech.

Washington, Feb. 14.—Not in recent 
years has the house witnessed such a 
spectacle as It did Monday with Mr. 
Sullivan of Massachusetts and William 
R. Hearst of New York as the central 
figures. Roth indulged in personali­ 
ties of the gravest character and so 
stirred the house as to arouse among 
certain members a feeling of the great­ 
est Indignation. Mr. Sullivan heaped 
upon Mr. Hearst a tirade of denuncia­ 
tion while the latter by implication 
charged Mr. Sullivan with complicity 
in a murder. 
The affair grew out of the recent 
discussion of the freight rate question 
in the house, when Mr. Sullivan in­ 
quired of Mr. Lamar of Florida, who 
was favoring the Hearst bill, why Mr. 
Hearst did not defend his own bill, 
this being followed by a criticism of 
Mr. Sullivan in the New York Ameri­ 
can and Journal. 
Several appeals were made to Speak­ 
er Cannon to cause the two men to de­ 
sist in their abuse of each other. 
Speaker Cannon, however, allowed 
them to proceed. Mr. Sullivan entire­ 
ly concluded, but in the case of Mr. 
Hearst, the speaker, on reconsidera­ 
tion, noting the temper of the house, 
decided that an accusation of homicide 
against a tellow member was not par 
liamentary because it was calculated 
to provoke disorder and disturbance. 
Almost immediately thereafter Mr. 
Hearst took ids seat, hurling defiance 
and declaring that it would be his 
pride to continue his hostility to indi 
viduals such as he charged Mr. Sulli­ 
van to be. 


Claimed He Was Insulted. 
Mr. Sullivan took the floor imme­ 
diately after the reading of the journal 
at noon. He had prepared his speech 
in advance and read it throughout. 
After he had explained the purpose of 
his remarks he read the article in the 
New York American to which he had 
taken offense. This, he said, touched 
him in his representative capacity and 
was a deliberate insult from one mem­ 
ber to another. 
At this point Mr. Robinson (Ind.) 
Interrupted to make the point of order 
that Mr. Sullivan was violating the 
rules of the house. There were quite 
general expressions of disapproval of 
Mr. Robinson’s point and it was some 
time before Speaker Cannon could re­ 
store order to pronounce his ruling. 
Tie held that the language used up to 
that time was strictly in order. Mr. 
Cannon read the rule governing the 
point and Mr. Sullivan proceeded, but 
with such vigorous denunciation as 
again to bring forth another point of 
order from Mr. Robinson. Speaker 
Cannon said he would have to hear the 
words read again. He sent for Mr. 
Sullivan’s manuscript and the reading 
clerk slowly repeated the paragraph 
questioned. This paragraph scathing­ 
ly assailed the presidential aspirations 
of the gentleman from New York. 
Mr. Cannon ruled the speech in or­ 
der and no further interruptions were 
made 


Hearst Makes Sensational Reply. 
Mr. Hearst arose to reply imme­ 
diately after Mr. Sullivan took his 
seat. He had to wait some minutes 
for order. His reply was brief, the 
sensational part being contained in the 
concluding sentences, which by infer­ 
ence charged Mr. Sullivan with mur­ 
der.Mr. Hearst said he assumed entire 
responsibility for the article which had 
aroused Mr, Sullivan's indignation al­ 
though, he said, he had not inspired it, 
nor did he know in advance of its in­ 
tended publication. 
Mr. Hearst declared that he bad no 
desire to criticise Mr. Sullivan be- 
Cftiu • if he had he would not have 
done it in so puerile a manner. He 
then sprung a sensation which threw 
the house in an uproar. He charged 
that John A. Sullivan was one of two 
brothers who had kept a saloon in 
Boston where a murder was commit­ 
ted and that the two Sullivans were 
indicted for manslaughter. 
He said he was glad to incur the 
hostility “of that class of individ­ 
uals.” 
Previous to this he had reviewed 
the attack made úpon him by ex-Rep- 
resentative Johnson of California, and 
alleged that Mr. Johnson’s defeat for 
re-election was the result of the fight 
Mr. Hearst had made on him through 
his newspapers. 
Mr. Sullivan after the house ad­ 
journed said he would take the floor 
Tuesday and answer the reflection on 
him contained in Mr. Hearst's speech. 


Occurred at Annual Ball of Engineer­ 
ing Institutes at Moscow. 
Ixmdon, Feb. 14.—The Standard’s 
Moscow correspondent reports that as­ 
tounding demonstrations occurred Sat- 
unday night at the annual ball of the 
engineering institutes, held in the hall 
where the assembly of nobles sits. 
After the customary concert instead 
Of 
dancing the whole 
gathering 
drowned the orchestra by singing the 
Marseillaise.” Then students arose 
In quick succession and made revolu­ 
tionary harangues, which 
were en­ 
thusiastically applauded. 
Proclama­ 
tions were distributed broadcast amid 
cries of “stop the war,” and “down 
with the autocracy.” 
The scenes continued unchecked 
and increasing in intensity for two 
hours. The police formed a cordon 
around the hall, but were powerless 
to interfere, as the nobles assembly 
hall possesses an ancient privilege 
against arrest. 
The proclamations, which were ad­ 
mirably printed, declared that the war 
of the working classes, is not against 
Japan, but against Russia’s worst foe, 
namely, the emperor’s government. 
The strike situation, according to re­ 
ports from the interior, is everywhere 
improving, even in Poland. 
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Big Guns in Daily Duels Along Fronts 
of Opposing Armies. 
General Kuroki’s Headquarters, Fob. 
14, via Fusan.—The Japanese artillery, 
which seldom replied to the Russian 
bombardment during the preceding 
throe months, has become more active 
and artillery duels along some por­ 
tions of the front occur almost daily. 
The exceedingly cold weather of the 
past fortnight has been followed by 
mild and sunny weather, and the snow 
Is melting rapidly. Altogether, the 
winter hns been much less severe than 
expected. The Japanese have endured 
the cold as well as the Russians. 
While there has been much suffer­ 
ing on the outposts, where it was im­ 
possible to keep fires, and much suf­ 
fering during the fighting, sickness 
among the troops has steadily decreas­ 
ed and there Is probably less sickness 
than any other large army in the field 
has ever experienced at any season. 
Field Marshal Ovama has received 
notice that General MacArthur of the 
American army is to join the Manchu­ 
rian army as an observer.

Forecast Official I). J. Wilson Monday 
was the coldest this city has ex­ 
perienced this winter. The govern­ 
ment thermometer registered 18 de­ 
grees below and street thermometers 
marked as low as 22 degrees. The 
cold wave was general throughout the 
state. Railway trains were from 20 
minutes to two hours late. The freight 
traffic on all railways in Wisconsin is 
congested on account of the cold, only 
perishable freight being handled. 
In some cases classes in the public 
schools were dismissed for the day at 
noon. 
Special dispatches from around the 
state give the following below zero re­ 
ports: 
Superior 28 degrees, La Crosse 28, 
Kewaunee 22, Appleton 30, Green Bay 
22, Fond du Lao 30; Janesville 34, 
Oshkosh 28, Manitowac 26, Marinette 
28, Oconto 30, Madison 28, Ashland 30, 
Darlington 38, Sparta 34, Alma 30, 
Brodhead 30 and Richland Center 45. 
Marinette reports that hundreds of 
deer have died from the intense cold. 
Charles Krempen, Sr., aged seventy 
years, whose home was at Granville, 
near Milwaukee, died from exposure, 
being overcome while driving to his 
home from Milwaukee. 


Accused of Murder. 
Prairie de Chein, Wis., Feb. 14.— 
William Crawford, who has a wife and 
four children, and Frances Crawford, 
his sister-in-law, a married woman 
whose husband is in the Mendota 
asylum, were arrested Monday on a 
charge of murder in the first degree. 
Both were bound over to the May terra 
of the circuit court without bonds. 
The .murder of several children of the 
accused couple is charged. 


Found Guilty of Assault. 
Minneapolis, Feb. 14.—John Drum­ 
mer, who attempted to kill his wife at 
St. Louis Bark late in January, was 
found guilty of assault in the first de­ 
gree Monday. He will be sentenced 
some time this week. 


Chicago, Feb. 14.—Not during the 
past six years has the equal of the 
present cold weather been experienced 
in the West, and in many places no 
such low temperatures have been re­ 
corded since the establishment of the 
weather bureau. The area of the cold 
wave extends from Canada to the Gulf 
of Mexico, and from the Rocky moun­ 
tains to the Atlantic. The line of 
zero wlTaTTier~Ts about in t lie "lat it ude 
of Memphis, but all through the South 
freezing weather is reported. In the 
North the mercury has registered any­ 
where from zero to 15 degrees below, 
the latter mark being scored at Rich­ 
land Center, Wis. Trains everywhere 
in the West and Northwest are from 
two to twelve hours late and because 
of the packing of the tine snow in the 
cuts, it is expected that it will be sev­ 
eral days before the roads are able to 
restore the schedule time even if the 
weather moderates. 
Although details are lacking it is 
estimated that about a score of people 
have lost their lives, the majority of 
the fatalities being in the Southwest, 
where distances between houses and 
towns are great, and shelter hard to 
find. 


Enormous Loss of Cattle. 
The loss of cattle on the ranges, 
particularly on those lying in the 
northern part of the Southern tier of 
states, will be very heavy. W. E. Bol­ 
ton, secretary of the Oklahoma Live 
Stock association, declares that the 
live stock losses in the present, cold 
weather will be the greatest since the 
great blizzard of 1896. He places the 
number of head lost on the ranges in 
Western Kansas, Western Oklahoma, 
and the Pan Handle of Texas at 50,- 
000 head. 
Further north in Nebraska, the Da- 
kotas and Montana, the stockmen are 
better prepared to shelter their stock, 
their cattle are better inured to cold, 
and It is not expected that their 
losses will be anything near as heavy 
as those on the ranges further to the 
south. 
Officially speaking Monday was the 
coldest day in Uhiengo since Feb. 9, 
1899, when the mercury registered 23 
degrees below zero, which stands as 
the record for cold weather in the 
records of the local weather bureau. 
In the opinion of pedestrians on the 
street, and according to the showing 
of unofficial thermometers, the gov­ 
ernment thermometer was anywhere 
from two to twelve degree! too warm. 


The official record was IP below zero, 
while all over the city temperatures 
of 2(> to 
25 were common, while in 
some of the suburbs as low as 33 bi- 
low zero was touched. All through 
the day the bitter cold was intensified 
by a wind that blew from the north­ 
west at. 
the rate of thirty miles an 
hour. There were no deaths report­ 
ed in the city proper, but the police 
were compelled to care for niimb< rless 
frost-bites throughout the day. Fulh 
25 people were cared for at the* differ j 
ent hospitals in the city, but it is not 
believed that any of them will be se­ 
riously affected. 


Renews Trouble in the South. 
The severe cold has brought upon 
the South a renewal of all the troubles 
visited upon it by the recent storm of 
sleet, which has demoralized railroad 
traffic and almost destroyed 
tele­ 
graphic communication in some se< 
tions for the greater part of a week. 
A cold wave has spread with great, 
speed all over the South, accompanied 
by heavy snowfalls in Mississippi, 
Alabama and 
Tennessee. Railroad 
traffic is seriously hindered. The 
only cheering news from the entire 
South came at night from Western 
and Southern Texas, where a slight 
moderation in temperature was report­ 
ed. From Western Missouri. Kansas 
and Nebraska ccmie reports of tem­ 
peratures ranging from 20 to 25 de­ 
grees below zero. 
A general warming up is noticeable 
in 1 lie* Northwest, St. Paul showing a 
temperature of 4 below Monday night 
as compared with 25 below twenty- 
hours earlier. 
In the Canadian Northwest and 
throughout Montana, from 6 to 30 
above was shown Monday night. The 
rise in temperature is accompanied by 
some snow, but no heavy precipitation 
is recorded.

When the workman bas got together 
some savings he does not become a pro 
prietor **r part proprietor, Ile spends it 
or puts it In th** bank, To men like 
these no kl ml of active investment 
practically considered Is left open. 'I he 
industries ar** uow dominated by th** 
corporation, and proprietorship in the 
corporation has come to lie for throw* 
only who are experienced in corporate 
wavs or who are willing to Lake a 
chance at the corporate wh«*el. 
And 
thus It happens that Just at this mo­ 
ment we are in the midst of n sweep of 
events that unless arrest«*d and turned 
to a different account will transform 
this country from a nation whose prop­ 
erty is within the proprietorship of th** 
people at large to a nation Whose in­ 
dustrial property so far as active pro­ 
prietorship goes will l>e largely in the 
hands of a few ak lib** I or fortunate so 
called captains of industry and their 
lieutenants.” 
If this tendency is not stopped we 
shall become “a nation of dependent*,” 
declares Judge Grosscup, ami he would 
stop it by federal control of corpora­ 
tions, th** excision of stock Jobbing and 
j water logged concerns and an employ* 
I ec s‘ profit sharing sy stem . 
I 
“The transformation of the owner* 
I ship of a country’s industrial property 
j from its people generally to a few' of 
• its people only reaches th** bedrock of 
| social and moral forces on which alone 
I tile whole structure of republican insti­ 
tutions rests ; for under such conditions, 
instead of depending each on himself 
and his own intelligence chiefly for suc­ 
cess, t | e great bulk of our p**ople In­ 
creasingly will become dependents up­ 
on others. Those who possess investi­ 
ble means Wilt come to rely Holily up­ 
on tie* great financial institutions and 
those who possess nothing hut Capac 
tty for labor upon the graal organiza­ 
tions of labor. That is paternalism; pa­ 
ternalism In almost its final form; tit** 
paternalism that will eventually divide 
th** country Into two hostile camps, the 
camp of those win* have and the camp 
of those whit have not; the paternalism 
that speedily descends into actual state 
socialism or a dry rotted citizenship as 
nerveless and squalid os state social­ 
ism. 
“Here, then, in our own day and at 
this early hour of the day Is th** p art­ 
ing of the ways. Ahead lies the road to 
paternalism. To the left Is the open 
road to state socialism. They look now 
like distinct ways, these two roads, 
over bogs and precipices all their own. 
But a little way ahead, within the dis­ 
tance that any c lear eye eau carry, the 
two roads meet. For let It n >t be for­ 
gotten by those* who preach the so 
calili rights of ‘industrial liberty’ that 
tile out and out Socialists and radical 
labor men ar** not th** only Influences 
that are pushing our country to the 
edge of the Socialistic precipice. These 
have allies, and the ally on which they 
most rely and Justifiably rely ar** just 
those men who, regardless of all con 
Bident Hons other than those of money 
md power gr«*ed, are launching the dis- 
hottest corporate contrivances th at un 
der our existing corporation policy ob 
tain without hindrance the credit and 
sanction of the government’s great 
seal. 
It is only by a turn to the right, by 
what may seem to some a sharp turn, 
that our one safe pathway forward 
will la* found. That way lies over high 
ground, individual opportunity the op­ 
portunity, actual as well as iii theory, 
to each individual to participate In the 
proprietorship of the country. 
That 
ground is in Its best and highest sense 
republican ground, To gain that ground 
the paramount problem is not how to 
stop th** growth of property and the 
building up of wealth, but how to m an­ 
age it so that every species of pioperty, 
like a 
healthful growing tree, will 
spread Its roots deeply and widely in 
the soil of a popular proprietorship. 
The paramount problem is not how to 
cruHh or hawk ut or hamper the corpo­ 
ration merely because it is a corpora­ 
tion, but how to make this new form 
of property

agent toward repooplelzlng the proprie 
torship of the country's industries. 
“The first step in the solution of that 
problem is that the government obtain 
a full grasp of the whole subject mat 
ter, and this, in my judgment, can ade 
quately be dune only by putting aside

Ambassador Cassini drew every pro- ?

tained what acetnod at th at period of j 
diplomacy impossible concessions and 
withal so endeared himself to the ( Ill­ 
ness officials that he is today more 
popular in China than any oilier Kus 
shin.

Judge Peter S. Grosscup of Chicago 
presents in the February McClure’s a 
new phase of the striking change from 
individual ownership of property to 
corporation control that has been in 
progress in this country during the last 
twenty-tire years. 
The following ex­ 
tracts are from his article, entitled 
“How to Save the Corporation:" 
“'Plie effect of the corporation under 
the prevailing policy of the free, go-as- 
you-please method of organization and 
management Ir i s been to drive the bulk 
of our people other than farmers out of 
property ownership, and lf allowed to 
go on as at present it will keep them 
out. When the Individual proprietor of 
the past sells out his business to the 
corporation he does not reinvest his 
capital in his old line of business. He 
puts it iii the bank or In some bond. 
When the workman has got together 
some savings he does not become a pro­ 
prietor or part proprietor. He spends it 
or puts It In the bank. To men like 
these no kind of active Investment 
practically considered is left open. 'The 
Industries are now dominated by the 
corporation, and proprietorship In tin* 
corporation has come to be for those 
only who are experienced In corporate 
ways or who are willing to take a 
chance at the corporate wheel. 
And 
thus It happens that just at this m o­ 
ment we are in the midst of a sweep of 
events that unless arrested and turned 
to a different account will transform 
this country from a nation whose prop­ 
erty is within the proprietorship of the 
people at large to a nation whose in­ 
dustrial property so far as active pro­ 
prietorship goes will he largely iii the 
hands of a few skilled or fortunate so 
called captains of industry and their 
lieutenants.” 
If this tendency is not stopped we 
shall become “a nation of dependents," 
deciares Judge Grosscup, and he would 
stop it by federal control of corpora­ 
tions, the excision of stock jobbing and 
water logged concerns and an employ­ 
ees’ profit sharing system. 
“'Plie transformation of tile owner­ 
ship of a country's industrial property 
from its people generally to a few of 
Its people only reaches the bedrock of 
social and moral forces on which alone 
tin* whole structure of republican Insti­ 
tutions rests; for under such conditions, 
Instead of depending each on himself 
and his own intelligence chiefly for suc­ 
cess, the great bulk of our people in­ 
creasingly will become dependents up­ 
on others. Those who possess investi­ 
ble means will come to rely solely up­ 
on the great financial institutions and 
those who possess nothing but capac­ 
ity for labor upon the great organiza­ 
tions of labor. T hat is paternalism; pa­ 
ternalism In almost its final form; the 
paternalism th a t will eventually divide 
th** country into two hostile camps, the 
camp of those who have and the camp 
of those who have not; the paternalism 
that speedily descends into actual state 
socialism or a dry rotted citizenship as 
nerveh*ss and squalid as state social­ 
ism. 
“Here, then. in our own day aud at 
this early hour of the day is the p art­ 
ing of the ways. Ahead lies the road to 
paternalism. To tile left is the open 
road to state socialism. They look now 
like distinct ways, these two roads, 
over bogs and precipices all their own. 
But a little way ahead, within tile dis­ 
tance that any clear eye can carry, the 
two roads meet. For let it not be for­ 
gotten by those who preach the so 
calili rights of ‘industrial liberty’ that 
the out and out Socialists and radical 
labor men are not the only influences 
that are pushing our country to the 
edge of the Socialistic precipice. These 
have allies, and the ally on which they 
most rely and justifiably rely are just 
those men who, regardless of all con­ 
siderations other than those of money 
and pow er greed, art* launching the dis­ 
honest corporate contrivances th a t un­ 
der our existing corporation policy ob­ 
tain without hindrance the credit aud 
sanction of the government’s great 
seal. 
“It is only by a turn to the right, by 
w hat may seem to some a shun) turn, 
that our one safe pathway forward 
will be found. That way lies over high 
ground, individual opportunity—the op­ 
portunity, actual as well as In theory, 
to each individual to participate In the 
proprietorship of the country. 
T hat 
ground is Iii Its best and highest sense 
republican ground. To gain that ground 
the paramount problem is not how to 
stop the growth of property and the 
building up of wealth, but how to m an­ 
age it so that every species of pioperty, 
like a 
healthful growing tree, will 
spread its roots deeply and widely in 
the soil of a popular proprietorship 
The paramount problem Is not how to 
crush or hawk at or hamper the corpo­ 
ration merely because it Is a corpora­ 
tion, but how to make this new form 
of property 
ownership 
a 
workable 
agent toward repoopleizlng the proprie­ 
torship of the country's Industries. 
“'I'he first step In the solution of that 
problem is that the government obtain 
a full grasp of the whole subject mat­ 
ter, and this, In my judgment, can ade­ 
quately be done only by putting aside 
the 
flve-and-forty 
bewildering 
state 
banda for the one great national band. 
•The second step, the step for which 


the first Is taken, is to take care upon 
what kind of corporate proposal the 
government’s great seal is set—to cut 
out the stock jobbing corporation, the 
w ater logged corporation, the mere vi­ 
sion of visionaries, the labyrinthlan 
corporation whose stock and bond is­ 
sues are so purpose!)' tangled th a t no 
mind, not an expert’s, can follow their 
sinuosities—In short, to regenerate the 
corporation. 
“'rho third step is to open to the 
wage earner of the country the road to 
proprietorship. 
The basis of every 
successful enterprise is th** command, 
‘Go forth, increase and multiply.’ 
And 
to no enterprise can rightfully be <1**- 
nied the fruits of that command. 
But 
capital Is not the sole thing that en­ 
ters into enterprise. 
The skill that 
puts the ship together or that subse­ 
quently pilots her is not the sole thing. 
The men who drive the bolts and fc**d 
the fires contribute, and to them, as to 
th** capitalist and to the captains ami 
lieutenants of Industry Should go a 
part of the Increment, not as gratuity, 
but as their proper allotment out of the 
combined forces that have made the 
enterprise successful. 
Of course, to 
make such partnership between capital 
and labor a thing that ought to be 
done is tile work of tile big hearts and 
big brains in tile industrial field. 
But 
to make such partnership a thing that 
can bi* done is th** work of those who 
shall recast aud regenerate the coun­ 
try’s corporation policy." 


HLS GRIEF FOR PORT ARTHUR

Visitors to the Russian embassy in 
Washington during the last few days 
have noted tile absence of a square 
metal box, tied with brilliant red cords, 
which was wont to adorn the desk used 
by Count Arturo Cassini, the czar’s 
ambassador, 
says 
the 
Washington 
Post. 
A short time ago the count 
would proudly open the box and ex­ 
hibit to visitors the treaty by which 
China ceded to Russia the now his­ 
toric fort of Port Arthur, which re­ 
cently fell Into the hands of the Jap a­ 
nese. 
The loss of this citadel to Russia was 
almost like tho death of a favorite 
child to the ambassador. 
The fortress 
was named for Count Cassini’s ances­ 
tor. that renowned Arturo Cassini who 
was summoned from Paris to Russia 
to be director of the observatory of 
Moscow. 
The Arturo was modernized 
Into Arthur. 
Ambassador Cassini drew every pro­ 
vision of the treaty which made possi­ 
ble the bringing of the Siberian rail­ 
road into Mongolian territory. 
H e ob­ 
tained what seemed at that period of 
diplomacy impossible concessions and 
withal so endeared himself to th** Chi­ 
nes** officials that lie is today more 
popular in Chinn than any other Kus 
slim. 
This, however, is not necessar 
ly extravagant praise. 
When all tho treaties were complet­ 
ed and duly signed at St. Petersburg 
and Peking the Chinese emperor pre­ 
sented Count Cassini with a copy of 
the document, with all th** signatures 
attached, made by the best artists In 
Peking. 
The emperor also gave him 
the pen with which he signed the trea­ 
ty. These treasures Count Cassini val­ 
ues as the greatest records of his fifi 
y ea rs in Russia’s diplomatic service. 
Since the fall of Port Arthur, how­ 
ever, lie is unable to endure the sight 
of these evidences of his past triumphs, 
and tile box. with Its priceless docu­ 
ment aud its gold and gemmed pen, 
has been pl acini in the vaults of a New 
York security company.

T he Pennsylvania legislature has

U n d e r the new code in the matter of 
distribution of the state insurance tax 
aid would be given only to such cities 
as included a lire engine in its equip 
merit, which would leave cities like 
Brainerd and Little Falls without the 
benefit now derived. The new code 
seems to lack that essential of fairness 
that originally existed and to a person 
not versed in the law but who is able to 
exorcise a little common sense it would 
seem wise to put the “new code” to sleep 
and return to the code that has been in 
vogue for years rather than take the 
chances that seem to exist in the new 
?SO,000 version. 


I t seems hardly right that an out 
sider, a non resident, thould be allowed 
to invest his money in mortgages and 
escape taxation while a resident who 
makes a loan is compelled to paya three 
per cent tax, the methods in all other 
respects being alike. The outsider can 
place his money at say 7 per cent and at 
the end of the year collect and place to 
his credit the whole amount while the 
man who lives in Minnesota places a 
similar loan and at the end of tin* year 
instead of receiving the entire 7 per 
cent he is compelled by the state law to 
turn over three per cent of it, reducing 
his interest to four per cent. The ex 
isting law allowing the non resident 
mortgagee to escape taxation is wrong.

Judge Peter S. Grosscup of Chicago 
presents in the February McClure’s a 
new phase of the striking change from 
Individual ownership of property to 
corporation control that has been in 
progress in this country during the last 
twenty-live years. The following ex­ 
tracts are from his article, entitled 
"llow to Save the Corporation:" 
"The effect of the corporation under 
the prevailing policy of the free, go-as- 
you-please method of organization and 
management has been to drive the bulk 
of our people other than farmers out of 
property ownership, and if allowed to 
go on as at present it will keep them 
out. When the individual proprietor of 
the past sells out his business to the 
corporation he does not reinvest his 
capital in his old line of business, lie 
puts it in the bank or in some bond. 
When the workman has got together 
some savings he does not become a pro­ 
prietor or part proprietor. IB* spends it 
or puts It In the bank. To men like 
these no kind of active investment 
practically considered is left open. The 
industries are now dominated by the 
corporation, and proprietorship In the 
corporation has come to be for tfiowe 
only who are experienced in corporate 
ways or who are willing to take a 
chance at the corporate wheel. And 
tlms It happens that Just at this mo­ 
ment we are in the midst of a sweep of 
events that unless arrested and turned 
to a different account will transform 
this country from a nation whose prop­ 
erty is within the proprietorship of the 
people at large to a nation whose in­ 
dustrial property so far as active* pro­ 
prietorship goes will he largely in the 
hands of a few skilled or fortunate so 
called captains of Industry and their 
lieutenants." 
If tliis tendency is not stopped we 
shall become "a nation of dependents," 
declares Judge Grosscup, and lie would 
stop it by federal control of corpora­ 
tions, the excision of stock jobbing and 
water logged concerns and an employ­ 
ees’ prolit sharing system. 
"The transformation of the owner­ 
ship of a country's industrial property 
from Sts people generally to a few of 
its people only reaches the bedrock of 
social and moral forces on which alone 
the whole structure of republican Insti­ 
tutions rests; for under such conditions, 
Instead of depending each on himself 
and his own intelligence chiefly for suc­ 
cess, the great bulk of our people in­ 
creasingly will become dependents up­ 
on others. Those who possess investi- 
ble means will come to rely solely up­ 
on the great financial institutions and 
those who possess nothing but capae 
ity for labor upon the great organiza­ 
tions of labor. That Is paternalism; pa­ 
ternalism in almost its final form; the 
paternalism that will eventually divide 
the country into two hostile camps, the 
camp of those who have and the camp 
of those who have not; the paternalism 
that speedily descends into actual state 
socialism or a dry rotted citizenship as 
nerveless and squalid as state social­ 
ism."Here, then, in our own day and at 
this early hour of the day Is the part­ 
ing of the ways. Ahead lies the road to 
paternalism. To the left is the open 
road to state socialism. They look now 
like distinct ways, these two roads, 
over bogs and precipices all their own. 
But a little way ahead, within the dis­ 
tance that any clear eye can carry, the 
two roads meet. For let it not. be for­ 
gotten by those who preach the so 
calh*d rights of 'industrial liberty’ that 
the out and out Socialists and radical 
labor men are not the only Influences 
that are pushing our country to the 
edge of the Socialistic precipice. These 
have allies, and the ally on which they 
most rely and Justifiably rely are just 
those men who, regardless of all con­ 
siderations other than those of money 
and power greed, are launching the dis­ 
honest corporate contrivances that un­ 
der our existing corporation policy ob­ 
tain without hindrance the credit and 
sanction of the government's great 
seal."It is only by a turn to the right, by 
what may seem to some a sharp turn, 
that our one safe pathway forward 
will be found. That way lies over high 
ground, individual opportunity—the op­ 
portunity, actual as well as in theory, 
to each individual to participate in the 
proprietorship of the country. That 
ground Is in Its best and highest sense 
republican ground. To gain that ground 
the parumouut problem Is not how to 
stop the growth of property anil the 
building up of wealth, but how to man­ 
age it so that every species of pioperty, 
like a healthful growing tree, will 
spread its roots deeply and widely in 
the soli of a popular proprietorship 
The paramount problem Is not how to 
crush or hawk at or hamper the corpo­ 
ration merely because it is a corpora­ 
tion. but how to make this new form 
of property ownership a workable 
agent toward repooplelzlng the proprle 
torship of the country's industries. 
"The first step In the solution of that 
problem is that the government obtain 
a full grasp of the whole subject mat­ 
ter, and this, in my judgment, can ade­ 
quately be done only by putting aside 
the flve-and-forty bewildering state 
hands for the one great national band. 
•The second step, the step for which 


the first Is taken, is to take care upon 
what kind of corporate proposal the 
government’s great seal Is set—to cut 
out the stock jobbing corporation, the 
water logged corporation, the mere vi­ 
sion of visionaries, the lahyrinthian 
corporation whose stock and bond Is­ 
sues are so purposely tangled that no 
mind, not an expert’s, can follow their 
sinuosities—in short, to regenerate the 
corporation. 
“The third step is to open to the 
wage earner of the country the road to 
proprietorship. 
The basis of every 
successful enterprise is the command, 
‘Go forth, inórense and multiply.’ And 
to no enterprise can rightfully be de­ 
nied the fruits of that command. But 
capital is not the sole thing that en­ 
ters Into enterprise. The skill that 
puts the ship together or that subse­ 
quently pilots her is not the sole thing. 
The men who drive the bolts and fctsl 
the fires contribute, and to them, as to 
the capitalist and to the captains and 
lieutenants of Industry Should go a 
part of the increment, not as gratuity, 
but as their proper allotment out of the 
combined forces that have made the 
enterprise successful. Of course, to 
make such partnership between capital 
and labor a thing that ought to be 
done Is the work of the big hearts and 
big brains In the Industrial field. But 
to make such partnership ft thing that 
can be done is the work of those who 
shall recast and regenerate the coun­ 
try’s corporation policy."

Visitors to the Russian embassy in 
Washington during the last few days 
have noted the absence of a square 
metal box, tied with brilliant red cords, 
which was wont to adorn the desk used 
by Count Arturo Cassini, the czar’s 
ambassador, says the Washington 
Post. A short time ago the count 
would proudly open the box and ex­ 
hibit to visitors the treaty by which 
China ceded to Russia the now his­ 
toric fort of Port Arthur, which re­ 
cently fell into the hands of the Japa­ 
nese. 
The loss of this citadel to Russia was 
almost like the death of a favorite 
child to the ambassador. The fortress 
was named for Count Cassini’s ances­ 
tor. that renowned Arturo Cassini who 
was summoned from Paris to Russia 
to be director of the observatory of 
Moscow. The Arturo was modernized 
Into Arthur. 
Ambassador Cassini drew every pro­ 
vision of the treaty which made possi­ 
ble the bringing of the Siberian rail­ 
road into Mongolian territory. He ob­ 
tained what seemed at that period of 
diplomacy impossible concessions and 
withal so endeared himself to the Chi­ 
nese officials that he Is today more 
popular in China than any other Rus 
sinn. This, however, is not necessar 
ly extravagant praise. 
When nil the treaties were complet­ 
ed and duly signed at St. Petersburg 
and Peking the Chinese emperor pre­ 
sented Count Cassini with a copy of 
the document, with all the signatures 
attached, made by the host artists in 
Peking. The emperor also gave him 
the pen with which he sigm*d the trea­ 
ty. These treasures Count Cassini val­ 
ues as the greatest records of ids fifi 
years in Russia’s diplomatic service. 
Since the fall of Port Arthur, how- j 
ever, he is unable to endure the sight 
of these evidences of his past triumphs, 
and the box. with Its priceless docu­ 
ment and its gold and gemmed pen, 
has been pi acini in the vaults of a New 
York security company.

which had been deposited there for 
several years by the deceased.

reaching Bismarck and investigating 
m atters we found th at a petition had 
been made and filed with the judge of 
probate, purporting to have been signed 
by a nephew of deceased, anti asking for 
the appointm ent of Isaac I’. Baker, who 
is cashier of the Bismarck bank, as ad­ 
m inistrator of his uncle's estate. 
No attem pt was made by us to insti­ 
tute probate proceedings and when our 
business was finished, took the first train 
for Minnesota. Suffice it to say, in this 
connection, that the writer s visit to 
Bismarck was made in the ordinary 
course of professional duty, for which 
no apology is necessary. 
A brief history of this case might not 
be out of place at this time, and in view 
of what has been published, it might be 
interesting to know more about the 
facts. 
In the early part of August, 1904, < )laf 
Johnson came to this city, ami after be­ 
ing about town for some «lays went to 
St. Joseph’s hospital 
for treatment. 
After a time it was found that he had 
cancer of the stomach. He remained in 
the hospital until his death, which oc­ 
curred October 18th.

The average cost of the schools re 
porting to Mr. Cochrane in response to 
his requests for information sent twenty 
northwestern towns in all is $36.47 per 
pupil, while in Aberdeen the cost per 
pupil is but $21.74.

Scheme to Hold the Coin in 


Its Own Hands 


T hk D ispatch is pleased to publish 
the following letter from Mr. Alderman, 
one of the attorneys of the adm inis­ 
trator: 
E d itors D i s p a t c h : 
I noticed in your Saturday evenings 
issue an article taken from the columns 
of the Bismarck Tribune, relative to the 
Olaf Johnson estate. The Iirainerd at­ 
torney referred to in the article is the 
writer, who went to Bismarck on the 
morning of Feb. 1st, at tho instance of 
the administrator, for the purpose of as­ 
certaining what reason the bank of 
Bismarck had in refusing to pay over to 
the administrator something like $7,000, 
which had been deposited there for 
several years by the deceased. 
Upon 
reaching Bismarck and investigating 
matters we found that a petition had 
been made and tiled with the judge of 
probate, purporting to have been signed 
by a nephew of deceased, and asking for 
the appointment of Isaac P. Baker, who 
is cashier of the Bismarck bank, as ad­ 
ministrator of his uncle's estate. 
No attempt was made by us to insti­ 
tute probate proceedings and w hen our 
business was finished, took the tirst train 
for Minnesota. Suffice it to say, in this 
connection, that the writer’s visit to 
Bismarck was made in the ordinary 
course of professional duty, for which 
no apology is necessary. 
A brief history of this case might not 
be out of place at this time, and in view 
of what has been published, it might be 
interesting to know more about the 
facts. 
In tho early part of August, 11*04, Olaf 
Johnson came to this city, and after be­ 
ing about town for some days went to 
St. Joseph’s hospital 
for treatment. 
After a time it was found that he had 
cancer of the stomach. 
He remained in 
the hospital until his death, which oc­ 
curred October 18th. In his grip were 
found various papers, letters and per­ 
sonal effects, but most conspicuous was 
a photograph of his life long friend, 
Magnus M. Johnson, of Minneapolis. 
Mr. Johnson (of Minneapolis) was at 
once communicated with by telephone 
and arrangements made to take the tirst 
train for Brainerd. 
Upon his arrival in 
this city, and in company with Judge 
Sanborn, a suitable burial place was 
selected and funeral arrangements made, 
and under Mr. Johnson's directions the 
deceased was given a respectable burial. 
Mr. Johnson brought with him from 
Minneapolis, some of the last letters 
written to him by the deceased, all go­ 
ing to show that the very warmest 
friendship had always existed between 
them, and one of the letters requested 
Mr. Magnus Johnson to take charge of 
his money so that in the event that any­ 
thing happened to him it would be in 
safe hands. Another letter told how’ he 
had closed out all of his property inter 
ests in North Dakota, except some lots 
in Bismarck which he considered of no 
particular importance, and that all his 
earthiyioelongings were in his grip. 
Something over $13,000 in certificates 
of deposit in North Dakota banks, and 
about $130 in cash were found on tho 
person of deceased. There was also 
found a certificate of deposit for money 
which deceased had himself deposited 
in one of the Brainerd banks. These 
items were token in custody by the pjo 
bate court, and on the appointment of 
Magnus M. Johnson as special adminis 
trator, were turned over to him. 
Magnus M. Johnson, who is a highly 
respected business man of Minneapolis 
was appointed special administrator on 
Oct. 31st, 1904, and upon petition of a 
creditor of deceased, was appointed gen 
eral administrator on Dec. 19th, 1904 
furnishing a surety bond of $1(3,000, for 
the faithful performance of his duties 
As soon as Mr. Johnson had qualified 
as such administrator, it became his 
duty to collect in the estate. 
Most of 
the North Dakota banks paid the cer 
tificates of deposit without hesitation 
The bank of Bismarck, however, tound 
it hard to part with the deposit which 
it had so long nursed, and first upon one 
excuse and then upon another, declinet 
to pay over the money to tho duly qual 
ified administrator, and now it turns out 
that its cashier would like to retain this 
coveted deposit and be the legal cus 
todian of 
the “delicate 
morsel’’ of 
$7,000. 
Olaf Johnson and his friend Magnus 
came to this country together over forty 
years ago, and ever since that time have 
lived in very close touch and exhibited 
towards each other the warmest friend 
ship. 
Is it strange that Olaf wanted 
his trusted friend to look after his af 
fairs in the event that anything hap 
pened to him? Who, among all the men 
in the country, is more fitted to admin 
ister the estate than the man perferred 
by Olaf, and now acting as administra­ 
tor? 


How could our probate court have 
shown greater wisdom in the appoint­ 
ment of an administrator? 
The item referred to in the Bismarck 
paper, slurringly mentions that a claim 
was found and some one induced to ap­ 
ply for administration here, etc. 
An 
examination of the probate files in Judge 
Sanborn’s office will disclose several 
claims filed, among which are the fol­ 
lowing: 
St. Joseph’s hospital for care

All of these claims are proper and just 
and the claimants have a perfect right 
to expect that administration would be 
had in this county. Such creditors 
would not be expected to wait for ad­ 
ministration elsewhere, perhaps at some 
distant place, and of which they might 
never have any actual knowledge. 
If the article mentioned, assumes to 
intimate that tho friend Magnus M. 
Johnson has manufactured a claim, such 
intimation is wholly unjustifiable and 
unwarranted, because as a matter of 
fact, he has neither a claim nor a pro- 
tended claim. 
His only motive in ac­ 
cepting this trust is plain, proper, justi 
Hable and praiseworthy. He is simply 
doing what ho would have expected 
Olaf to do for him. Tho administrator 
and his attorneys now are and have 
Inen diligently seeking information con­ 
cerning Olaf’s relatives and are now in 
correspondence with persons who are, 
or claim to be, relatives, and also with 
Swedish Consulate Hobe. 
We Hnd that too much space would 
be required to give a complete state 
mont of all the details involved in this 
matter. 
I t is perfectly apparent, how­ 
ever, to one conversant in all such de­ 
tails, that the real motive underlying 
tho publication in the Bismarck Tribune 
is not therein disclosed. 
In conclusion, it is safe to say that the 
final results will prove a vindication of 
the probating of the estate in this coun­ 
ty, and of the appointment of Magnus 
M. Johnson as administrator.

COST OF HIGH SCHOOLS 


Brainerd Hi^h School Costs the Most Per 


Pupil According to the Following 


Reporl. 
A dispatch to the Minneapolis Tribune 
from Aberdeen, S. I)., says: 
City Superintendent W. L. Cochrane 
of tho Aberdeen schools has been inves­ 
tigating the cost per pupil to the tax­ 
payers of instruction in a number of 
high schools of the state and ho finds 
that Aberdeen schools cost considera 
bly less than the average. 
The average cost of the schools re­ 
porting to Mr. Cochrane in response to 
his requests for information sent twenty 
northwestern towns in all is $3(5.47 per 
pupil, while in Aberdeen the cost per 
pupil is but 821.74. 
The schools responding to Mr. Coch­ 
rane's request, through their superin­ 
tendents, and tho average cost per pupil 
were: Mankato, Minn., $27.15; Fargo, 
N. I)., $38.82; St. Cloud, Minn., $31;Osh­ 
kosh. Wis., $42; Winona, Minn., $33; 
Stillwater, Minn., $31.98; Superior, Wis., 
$37.25; Ypsilanti, Mich., $.36.35; Stevens 
Point, Wis., $21,Souix Falls,S. D.,$34.44; 
Brainerd, Minn., $52.(36; Albert Lea, 
Minn., $32.60; Grand Forks, N. I)., $27.70; 
Minneapolis, Minn., Central, $38.90; Far­ 
ibault, Minn., $31.10; Platteville, Wis., 
$29.78; Cnicago, 111., average of lifteen 
high schools, $53.79; Chicago Manual 
Training high school, $87; Huron, S. !>.,

lated to prove the extraordinary vorac 
lty of ducks. 
Tw enty w ere placed to­ 
gether, and then one of them w as kill­ 
ed and cut up into pieces, feathers and 
all, and th row n to the other nineteen, 
who greedily devoured it. 
T he process 
w as repeated until, as was averred, the 
last duck had eaten the whole of his 
nineteen companions. 
The story ran 
the round of all the journals in Europe 
and so established the appropriateness 
of the term canard for hoax.
